The  following  table  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases 
(other  than  tuberculosis)  in  the  area  during  1942. 
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SCABIES. 


The  incidence  of  Scabies  reported  in  the  district  within  the 
past  twelve  months  has  been  small.  Cases  were  investigated  and 
were  in  almost  every  case  found  to  be  directly  due  to  people  coming 
into  the  district  and  suffering  from  this  disease.  While  it  was  found 
possible  for  the  greater  majority  of  these  cases  to  be  treated  at  home 
it  was  necessarv  for  a  small  number  of  cases  to  be  transferred  to 
Hospital  for  in-patient  treatment. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Under  the  present  system  whereby  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  is  purely  a  voluntary  matter,  the  complete  immunisation 
of  all  children,  both  of  School  age  and  under  School  age,  will  never 
be  achieved. 

The  response  so  far  as  School  children  are  concerned  has  been 
maintained  as  in  former  years,  and  in  connection  with  children  of 
under  School  age.  the  response  of  the  parents  is  showing  definite  signs 
of  improvement  from  year  to  year.  During  the  12  months  ended 
31st  December,  1942,  the  number  of  children  immunised  was  as  follows: 

Over  5  years  of  age  202]  Estimated  percentage  of  children 

406  immunised  up  to  end  of  1942: — 
Under  5  years  of  age  204 )  Under  5  years  43.1  Over  5  years  80.3 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Authority  to  cover  this 
scheme  of  free  immunisation  against  diphtheria  have  been  found  to 
function  in  an  extremely  satisfactory  manner  and  have  been  adequate 
to  meet  all  requirements. 


Tuberculosis. 


No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  in  connection  with  per¬ 
sons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade, 
or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  dealing  with  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.
